A  considerable  number  of  war  plants 
have  been  constructed  or  equipped  by 
contractors  under  a  type  of  contract 
known  as  the  Emergency  Plant  Faculties 
Contract.  Under  this  type  of  contract, 
the  expense  of  const  ruction  or  equip¬ 
ment  Is  Initially  borne  by  the  contractor, 
and  the  Government  reimburses  him  for 
the  expense  by  monthly  payments  over  a 
specified  period  (usually  five  years). 
Title  does  not  pass  to  the  Oovernment 
until  full  reimbursement  has  been  made. 

It  Is  usually  provided  In  these  contracts 
that  reimbursement  may  be  accelerated 
at  the  option  of  the  OoVernment 
The  question  has  been  raised  whether 
and  to  what  extent  Emergency  Plant 
Facilities  Contracts  are  covered  by  this 
part.  Since  the  plant  equipment  under 
Emergency  Plant  Facilities  Contracts  be¬ 
comes  Oovemment-owned  on  completion 
of  the  payments,  such  equipment  should 
be  subject  to  disposal  In  the  manner 
specified  In  this  part,  except  In  cases 
where  the  contract  Includes  the  land  on 
which  buildings  or  other  facilities  are 
erected.  In  this  latter  type  of  case,  the 
entire  project  from  the  land  up  will  be 
owned  by  the  Oovernment  on  completion 
of  the  payments.  Plants  of  this  kind  are 
excluded  from  this  part  ( I  $304.1 
(b)  (3>>. 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  or  the  Sur¬ 
plus  Property  Act  of  1»44  <5$  8tat.
